Seeing that we are so near the 
Sell-rinia! Campaign, It has occurred 
to me that my KOlloctlng experiences 
during the Inst three yearn may be 
ol help to other comrades. 

Three years ago my Corps Officers 
at North Toronto allocated to me 
*hat was considered to be a very 
dlBlcult street to collect, For sovera! 
years it yielded about ?6.00. 1 made 
UP my mind that I would find out 
the reason for this poor result; so I 
knoclicil at every door and personally 
banded tn the envelope, explaining In 
u tew words the purpose ot the col- 
lectlnis, olid promising to tiall again 
about the lame time the next even- 
ing. 

S!s-fold Increase 

1 flld mv Btieet In two portions, 
each portion taking mo about two- 
andahnlt hours to distribute the 
appeal envelopes, and two-and-a-halt 
hours to collect. Thai meant ion hours 
ol Inten-slvc cultivation and collecting. 
To my great surprise, when 1 had 
Bnished I was able to pass over to 
tie Self-Denlal Fund more than $30,00 
from that one street. 

The next year the Corps Officer 
aslied me to "collect" another Q.treet 
which also had a poor record, figur- 
ine i^ the {5,00 class.

A young man — a newcomer to 
the Reformatory — hod heen in conver- 
sation with him that morning. The 
man had been sentenced to from three 
months to a year for forgery. That 
was the official aspect of the case. 
The human aspect is this. He had 
been married a year, and had fallen 
upon hard timcb, being without em- 
ployment, without food, and minus 
the wherewithal to provide for a 
little stranger who is soon to come 
into the world. The law soon laid 
its heavy hand upon him and he went 
to jail, leaving his wife and widowed 
mother without any means of sub- 
sistence. 

The Maior acted quickly, and tele- 
phoned Mrs. McElhiney, who co- 
operates splendidly with her husband 
in cases of this sort. The distracted 
wife was weeping when Mrs, Mc- 



Klhinev called on her, an<l it wa-s at 
once apparent to the skilled eye 
that relief was urgently required. 
Ten dollars was obtained from "The 
Army; food wa.-^ bought and clothes 
such as a new-born babe requires 
were also forthcoming. Enlisting the 
aid of a staff of friends, Mrs. Mc- 
Elhiney soon had baby's garments 
fashioned, and within twenty-fouv 
hours the situation had been re- 
lieved considerably. When Mrs. Mc- 
Klhincv next visited the home-^it 
.such it could be called— the girl- 
wife sobbed for joy.

REUBEN GREY was di-unk— 
thoroughly drunkl He staggered 
up Yonge St., scarcely con- 
scious of his surroundings, aimlessly 
wandering where .his unsteady legfl 
led him. He heard .singing — from 
whence it came he was not in a con- 
dlt.on to ascertain, but, befuddled 
though he was, he caught the sense 
of a couplet of that song. It was 
this: 
"His Blood can make the foulest

His Blood availed for me." 

He tried to follow the sound and 
locate the "choir invisible," but as 
often as he tried he

He never found the 
singers, but the song 
found him! From the 
moment that thrice-

Written on every one of thein 
hiB pitying eye read the word — 
"HoiiiclesB." Turning to his son, the 
present General, then his Chief of the 
Ktatr, the Founder said: 

"Chief, do you know there are 

many of these poor teliows with no 

linine; tlicy sleep out at night in any 

hole oi' corner, rcgardleBs of the 

woather. Yoii must do 

something for them — do 

something I" 

Hard on the heels of the 
iUBtruetlon there came Into 
being the first Army 
Khelter and Cheap • Food^ — 
often enough Free Food — 
Depot, and out of that 
initial effort has sprung a 
nciwDrk of Social cnter- 
pri'i!' whii'li girdles the 
globe, iiiidor the Flag of 
'i'hp Salvation Army.

Received and Answered 



Now THAT Sprine is here it 
is a little difficult to fully 
comprehend the anxiety and 
alarm of Mrs. W,, as she endeavored 
to keep ei^ht small children warm, 
ivithout the aid of fuel, clothing or 
even food. Aad this at a time when 
the thermometer persisted in rems- 
tering below zero temperature! The 
horror of the situation became so 
acute that the harassed woman was 
driven to the point of desperation. 
What could she do in her dilemma? 
To whom could she turn? The 
answer — to The Salvation Army. 

Thus a tragic epistle, unstamped, 
reached the Toronto Headquarters 
one bitterly cold day last Winter. 
The S.O.S. was answered by one of 
our Officers. On arrival they found 
that the letter had not ex^rgerated 
the true condition of affairs one iota. 
Conditions were, if anythingt imder- 
cstimated. The absence of warmth 
in the house and the intense cold 
were such that frost had eaten 
through the walls of the dwellingi 
The Officer saw at a glance that 
urgent relief was necessary. Coal 
and food were immediately secured, 
but even this failed to meet the 
need in its entirety: the rent was 
overdue and there was scarcely a 
complete outfit among any of the 
eight childi-en. These things also 
were speedily forthcoming, and, for 
the time being, the wolf was beaten 
from the door. 

The other day another appeal from 
the same family reached Head- 
quarters, and this is the gist of the 
letter: 

"Perhaps you remember giving me 
a lielping hand this Winter. 

"My huBband is still out of work, 
and I want to know if you will send 
me an order for groceries this week- 
end. Another favor I will aak, of 
you people is this: could you possibly 
pay ten dollars to the Furniture Co., 
as a loan until Mr. W., gets some 
kind of work to do? 

"1 owe a balance of twenty-two 
dollars on my furniture, and unless 
ten dollars is paid before noon 
Saturday I will lose the furniture. 
1 have not been able to meet the 
payments as they were due, because, 
before Mr. W. was laid off alto- 
gether he was just working every 
other week, and since the middle 
of January I've had every one of the 
eight children down with 'flu,' and 
the baby has had pneumonia as well. 

"1 don't want to lose our bit of 
furniture, for I have only the bare 
necessities. In fact I haven't even 
that, for 1 haven't enough- beds or 
bedding. We have to have the two 
youngest children in with us to 
sleep and the boys sleep on the floor. 
You cun imagine how much rest we 
get! 

"If you know of any work for Mr. 
W. will you let us know? Or if 
you have any work I could do, I am 
^^•illing to do it. (This from a mother 
with eight childrenl) Bet^, my 
eldest pirl, nearly twelve, could stay 
bnine from school to look after the 
little ones, and I'll gladly work to 
repay your kindness, and the ten- 
dollar payment I'm asking you to 
make for me is only as a loan. Ill 
pay it back as soon as possible, 

"1 know if I lose the bit of a 
home I have now, I'll get out of tills 
world of trouble, for I've had more 
than my share." 

Needless to say the woman did not 
have to leave her eight children and 
go to work. The Army's tntervffli- 
tion prevented such a necessity. 
Moreover, their sky has been bright- 
ened appreciably; work has. been 
found for the fathert and he, with 
his wire, ia unscinteo in his graiti- 
tude for the Rnntl that helped tbent 
over such a dark period.

A GLORIOUS FAILURE 

Thriiimg Story of an Officer's Single- 
handed Battle for the Rescue of a 
Japanese Geisha 



SOME years ago there came to 
The Army's Rescue Home in 
Dairen, a girl wlio had escaped 
from the geisha quarter of Port 
Arthur. She pleaded with the Offi- 
cer in charge to assist her in getting 
free from the life which had become 
abhorrent to her. At first she had 
gaily taken up the samisen (a kind 
of banjo with which the Japanese 
Eeisha girls entertain their patrons) 
and her anticipations were most 
roseate, she seeing only the beauti- 
ful kimonos she would wear, and the 
phantom enticements which beckon- 
etl her. Gradually, however, such 
anticipations turned out to be but a 
mirage in the desert, and the truth 
dawned upon her that she had 
handed herself over to woman's 
most degrading existence. 

Gladly the Officer sheltered this 
poor disillusioned girl; but she had 
only been in the Home a few days 
when the enraged proprietor of the 
house from which she had escaped 
arrived and demanded her immediate 
retam. His anger can be under- 
stood when it is mentioned that 
whilst The Army had already res- 
cued a number of girls in Dairen, 
tile case in question was the first 
that had occurred with girls of Port 
Arthur, and the proprietor was not 
desirous of his house being the one 
that should set such a (to him and 
his fellow-keepers) disastrous pre- 
cedent. 

The Officer realised thnt the only 
hope was to formally register with 
the Police the girl's desire to gain 
her freedom. So he went back with 
her to Port Arthur (a distance of 
about twenty miles) and there saw 
an official. The law allowed for the 
girl's liberation immediately on the 
completion of the formalities; but 
things did not turn out quite so 
simply as that 

In the first place, the official was 
evidently anxious to please the 
geisha-proprietors, and, like Pilate 
of old, looked about for an expedient 
which, would save him from doing his 
duty. Compromise, that refuge of 
the weakling in such circum.stances, 
was resoi-ted to, and the official told 
the parties that before he could de- 
cide the matter it would be better 
for them to talk things over anri 
try to arrive at an amicable under- 
standing. 

The Officfer bearded the lions in 
their den. To the number of about 
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thirty, the geisha-house owners 
assembled and discussed the pros 
and cons of this girl's liberty. For 
the space of two or three hours the 
Salvationist fought against the great 
odds. At last, seeing nothing further 
could be done, he informed them that 
he must report formally to the 
authorities the desire of the girl to 
be free. 

The Officer and the 
off for the

Truly his extremity was 
God's opportunity, and in 
some miraculous manner he 
found that the conference had 
agnin commenced, and was 
able to escape with the girl. 

Reporting the facts to the 
Police the next morning, he 
found that even then the 
official Avas not prepared to 
do his duty. Once more the 
Officer urged that the girl be 
allowed to return to The 
Army's Home in Dairen, 
while the proprietors put foi-ward 
the proposition that she should pre- 
tend to be sick, when she could be 
sent to a hospital and they would 
then free her. In the meantime 
they would be prepared to accommo- 
date her in one of the geisha houses. 
To this the Salvationist strongly ob- 
jected, urging that she be put up in 
a hotel. Again came compromise, 
the girl being kept at the Police 
Station, the Salvationists cheering 
her over the phone. 

Next morning the negotiations 
were re-commenced, the geisha-house 
proprietors renewing their offer, 
and the Officer pointing out that 
such a procedure would only be 
tantamount to putting a reclaimed 
drunkard in a beer shop, and that 
the girl, being a Japanese subject, 
was entitled to live where she chose. 
In spite of all, however, the official 
decided against him. The girl was 
taken to her master's house, and the 
Salvationist returned to Dairen with 
his heart overwhelmed by a sense of 
utter failure. 

A little time after, the Officer 
heard that the girl had actually been 
sent to a hospital, but that she was 
prevented from communicating in 
any way with the outside world, and 
was not treated at all kindly. He 
determined to visit her, and man- 
aged to get in touch with a kind- 
hearted doctor who arranged an 
interview. During his talk with the 
girl, the Salvationist got fuli par- 
ticulars of how she had been treated, 
and went direct to the chief magis- 
trate, laying the facts before him.

AN OLD BANDSMAN 
SUGGESTS 

IMPROVEMENTS 

I am ^lad to see that the question 
of wearing caps in our Halls has 
be^n taken up. On several occasions 
I have spoken to Bandsmen about 
this matter, and they seemed sur- 
prised when they were reminded. 

Another rather common practice 
amonK some of the younger Bands- 
men is whistling in the Hall before 
meetings. I have asked some of 
them whether they would do such a 
tl.ing in a church, and they seemed 
puzzled that I should compare the 
two places I 

Many of these irreverent slack- 
nesses occur through thoughtlessness 
and sometimes the laxity of Band 
Ijeaders and Local Officers. Juniors 
entering Senior Bands are often not 
sufficiently disciplined in good be- 
haviour in the House of God. Let us 
put first things first and remember 
that we are in the presence of 
the God whom we love and serve, 
and for whom we toil. 

There is one other matter in which 
I think a Kreat improvement could 
be made: the slovenly maoner in 
which many Bandsmen saunter on to 
the platform. It is no uncommon 
thing: now, when a Band arrives 
from the Open-air, to see Bandsmen 
roaming about the Hal] talking to 
their friends, thus causing confusion 
and creating a bad impression among 
the congregation. When it is time 
to commence 4 the opening song, 
some of the Bandsmen are not in 
their places, and confusion relens 
among those who are found ready to 
start! 

I have a Band in my mind's eye 
which is a model that some Bands 
might copy with advantage. The 
memliers of this Band, as soon as 
they reach the Hall, proceed direct 
to the Band-roam and cngragc Ir. 
prayer. They enter the meeting with 
dignity, filitag on to the platform in 
the order of their Beats, thus avoid- 
ing all confusion, and presenting a 
very, smart appearance. There are,

LIP CULTURE 

It is no exaggeration to say tiiat 
lips by the hundred are injured everv 
year through lack of understand 
of that Side of instrumeat plavS 
which is termed physical, 

Bandmasters, and especially Yoiae 
People's Band Leaders, should thei^ 
fore give this matter their eamat 
consideration. Just as it ia possible: 
to strain oneself physically, so ia it 
equally possible with the lips. The 
muscles of the lips have to be (alti. 
vated, and as much care taken in 
their development as that associalai 
with any other part of the body. 

Pi-actice, like medicine, should lie 
taken in small doses — snd done in- 
telligently. Some players prattiBe 
too much. We often hear the un- 
initiated praise Bandsman So-aud-So 
because Ire has, they say, lips l5e 
iron. This class of player— and w 
fear his name is Legion— has often 
n tone in keeping with his reputa- 
tion, which is not to be sought after. 

True, the lips must be firm, Int 
they must also be flexible, the 
mouthpiece resting on the lips in an 
easy manner. What pressure may 
be necessary should be confined tio 
the upper lip. In practice, one shoaU 
never strain after high notes— Uiose 
that do not come with ease shoulii 
be left alone. It is an old, old say- 
ing, which — ^in theory, is advoeatM 
by all accredited brass band teaclim 
■ — that the easiest way to reach higli 
notes is to produce low ones corttct- 
ly! Herein lies the secret of secur- 
ing good tone. 

Learners, by taking "G" (setood 
line) as a centre, will find that play- 
ins- the notes obovc this will gire 
the required firmness and those be- 
low it the flexibility. Each note 
play«d should be really mastered, if 
one is to become a consistent eood 
player. Coming back to our CiBt

Letter to "The Times" 

Writing at length in "The Times" 
hngland's moat influential newspane'r 
the General has some striking thmJ, 
to say respecting the failure of Z 
Empire Settlement Act, which was 
passed nearly five years ago to deal 
with the question of the better dis- 
tribution of the white population of 
the Empire. He refers to "our great 
army of unemployed at home main- 
tained by a huge, constant, unpro- 
ductive expenditure," and parellels 
this by referring to "our vast un- 
developed resources overseas with 
sparse population or no population 
at all." 

"Here are some figures," the 
General adds, "showing the move- 
ments of British emigrants for the 
four years prior to the Great War, 
and for the four years ended Decem- 
ber last:

"In a small way we of The Salva- 
tion Army are fare tn face with 
exactly the probleni which confronts 
Ibo overseas state.smen.
